‘ment among the masses of the 
peopleinthe United States.

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GERMAN DUPLICITY, 
HT 
The fact that fresh Pan-German demonstrations have been 
taking place at Potsdam should, whea taken inconjunction with 
other recent developments, serve ata warning thatthe Allies cannot 
yet afford to ignore the possibility af trouble with the Germans 
before the Peace Treaty is finally signed, sealed, delivered and 
ratified. It was only the other day that reports of similar happen- 
ings reached us, and now the newsis that crowds have assembled 
outside Ludendorff's residence, where they cheered. the former 
Generalissimo, the ex-Kaiser and Militarisrn. Ludendorff, we are 
told, madea speech-in which he extolled “the Prussian spirit,” 
- which we assume to be pure and unadulterated Militarism. Incid- 
ents like these, following close one upon the other, show’ tbat the 
old German spirit is still very much alive; and that it is capable of 
causing serious trouble unless kept within bounds by the victors in 
the war isa self-apparent fact. : 
Since the signing of the Armistice, folk who are fond of painting 
the Germans in an ultra-favourablelight-have indulged in. endless 
talk about.the reformation in the character and outlook of the 
German people which has been brought.about by the war. These 
defenders of the Hunsbave used as their stock argument the plea 
that the people’did not want war, but that it was forced on an 
unwilling people by the military chiefs and the exponents of 
Prussianism. That idea has long’since been exploded. ‘The German 
people asa whole, almost without exception, wanted war and had 
based their whole lives on the assumption that it would sooner or 
later break out. And througkout the whole nation there breathed 
aspirit of determination to come to grips toth with the British 
and the French. No people ever more deliberately planned a war 
than did the Germans, and, had they been victorious, the whole 
nation would have gone’ into. a ‘delirium of rejoicing. 
. Happily ‘for humanity, the Allies prevailed, but though victory 
is ours and the enemy's land is occupied by Allied’troops, the old 
spirit is still in evidence, and we do not donbt that the Pan- 
_. Germans are even now dreaming of the day when they will be ablo 
* to reverse the decision secured on the battlefields of Europe. -It is 
for the Allies and all othar liberty-loving nations to see that that 
‘ day shall never dawn. That assurance can only be, won by the 
exercise of every expedient witb that end in view. ‘ . 
Apart from the actual demonstrations participated in by the 
Pan-Gormans, which are quite signjficant in.themselves, we have 
. seen of late considerable evidence of German trickery in regard. to 
the Treaty terms. Tho tactics of the. German delegates in 
temporising on certain points and thereby delaying final ratification, 
., in the hope, apparently, that dissensions willl arise amongst the 
Allies, shows the dangers of allowing any latitude whatever :to the 
conquered nation. There has been some-evidencr, too, that ‘the 
.. German military strength has been maintained to such a point, 
_».even so latein the dey as this, es to constitute a possible menaco 
to existing peace. It is reassuring on this latter point te feel that 
: the Entente has knowledge of these things, and that Marshal Foch 
in particuler is: keeping an alert eye on the sisustion, Whatever 
America’s ultimate attitade on the- Treaty may be, we have no 
» fears of thé Allies: as a whole wéakening in their attitude towards 
. ‘the Germans: It would be criminal folly to leave the latter any 
, loopholes. whatever from which to escape from the full terms of the 
unishment. meted out tothem. We say that the Germans cannot 
trusted, They have shown it siiice the fighting ceased, And we 
shall need to watch them to the very ond of the chapter. - 
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. RESIDENTS AND SUBMARINES.

Could not our naval authorities 
give Hongkong residents a similar 
treat, and would it not be 
possible at the same time to 
benefit the Fund for the Devasiat- 
ed Villages of France? If the 
submarines’ were thrown open 
say for one or two afternoons 
and only those holding .certain 
tickets permitted to go aboard, it 
would certainly be an indiuce- 
ment to many to buy- such 


tickets, though the naval people’ 


need- have nothing to do with the 
sale. Wethrow itoutas a sug- 
gestion, and those who are work- 
ing for the Fund might see 
sufficient value in it to take it up. 


In any case, whether this charity |_ 


stands to benefit or not, there 
would be a good deal of appre- 
Lciation shown if the submarines 
were allowed to be put on riew 
fora shorttime. ~ " 


WEATHER WARNINGS. 

We notice that in its comment 
on the recent meeting of British 
Chambers of Commerte at 
Shanghai ,the. Singapore Free 


Press had an interesting refer, 


ence to the question of more 
assistance being given to’ ship- 
masters navigating the China 
Coast. Having touched on the 
question of installing diaphones 
it goes onto ask :-—‘ By the way, 
what has become. of the system 
Inaugurated many years ago, of 
the Hongkong Meteorological! 
Observatory despatching weather 
telegrams ta Singapore, of the 
weather conditions prevailing up 
North? It was stopped during 
the war, but had become useless, 


for want of ‘copies of the Code,, 


before then. The Telegraph Com- 
pany, we think, transmitted the 
cables free, ard the newspap- 
ers published the repor‘s as long 
as they could get the Code. The 
southern half of the route 
to Japan is not so trying .to 
navigation as the northern, bu: 
we have heard commendations 
from Captains géing north from 
here of the value of the service, 
and enquiries as to the 
latest weather report.”- It 
certainly is an interesting 
point. Ifweather telegrams are 
not sent from Hongkong to Singa- 
pore now jt certainly is high time 
that they were, and if they are 
sent, then the Singapore authori- 
ties oughtto get busy and _sim- 
plify the code difficulty. Quite 
recently there has been some 
very bad weather experienced by 
ships coming up from the’ south, 
a typhoon included, and now that 
the war is over, mariners wight 
be given this denied’ telegraphic 
assistance, 


BRITISH TRADE IN CHINA. | 
Reuter yesterday treated us to 
avery lengthy wire regarding 
some ideas of Dr. H. B.’ Morse, 
formerly of the Chinese Customs, 
on British trade in ‘China, but 
unfortunately there was not a lot 
in the speech that was new. We 
have been insisting for years 
that we want a better British 
Consular Service, and 
hardly a stroke ‘of genius 
to declare that it would be 
difficult to dislodge Japan from 
her strong position in the Chinese 
market. There is only one value 
in these continual references to 
British trade out here, and thatis 
that it keeps before British traders 
generally the: necessity for con- 
certed action’ Dr. Morse has done 
good if he can. get traders to re- 
cognise that:co-operation, amal- 
gamation and alliance are the 
watchwords of the future, but 
watchwords without action are 
not much good. One wants to see 
a little more of this co-operation 
before onecan get any.. gatisfac. 
tion. The speaker's dig at ‘the 
old-established firms was distinct- 
ly good, for no matter how proud 
one might be of these powerful 
Hongs controlling such big in- 
terests, it certainly would dono 
harm if they were stirred up tobe 
modern.. The method of doing 
business has changed ‘a good deal 
within the lost.few years, and it 
is the -new, methods. that ‘ara 
meeting with most success, -

It is the paramount duty of the 
Government to see that proper 
housing is given to the 
people. «Anyone who .has 
examined the question of high 
rents in Hongkong and the causes 
which have led to the samé would 
not fail to see the speculative 
motive of the léndlords who find 
that tenants have no’ other 
alternative but to fall back on 
them. ,

The housing~ question is 
troubling more than one Govern- 
ment. For instance, a friend of 
minehas sent me a cutting of a 
scheme with which thé European 
Association ih Bombay is trying 
to temper the wind .to English 
tenants. The synopsis, shortly, 
is es as follows:—It.is suggested ; 
that. a. company be «formed 
forthe purpose of acquiring land 
and erecting flat tenements or 
other suitable houses in a suitable 
area, With" an authorised capital 
ofrinety lakhs, divided into equal 
shares between the Govern- 
ment and the European com- 
menity. It is suggested that 
tenancy of these flats .be re- 
served to persons in the employ 
ofone or other of the shareholders, 
and that the rents be graded 
strictly in accordance with in- 
come. That either a waiting list 
should be kept and allotment to 
vacancies be made in strict ac- 
cordance with priority of receipt 
of. application or that the 
shareholders be allowed to 
nominate ‘in rotation any 
eligible person, any . share- 
holder ;who does not wish to 
exércise his prerogatwe remain- 
ing at the head of the roster 
until he has exercised his 
prerogative, when he descends at 
once to the foot of it. That the 
directors be honorary, that they.

It is compnted that 
if Exchange drops substantially 
the losses of the speculators just 
mentioned will amount to at least 
a million dollars. It behoves the 
Banks:to take some action to 
save the situation. .

Ciub is located at the back of the 
building, access to it being by a 
staircase. : 

In the matter of quarters, 
the Clubis to be congratulated 
for certainly no better 
could be found, ag the reading 
room is well lighted and 
all thatis needed is the addition 
of a few pieces of furniture and a 
stock of readable books. In this 
connection, appeal is made for 
gifts of books to form the nucleus 
of a library. . 

The scheme of the Club’s 
activities is an ambitious one. 
It is proposed that the Club 
shall bold three meetings a week. 
On, Monday and Wednesday 
evenings there will be social. 
gatherings at which various 
occupations such as indoor games, 
reading, and disenssions, are té 
be the means of recreation. The 
physical side of recreation is 
ensured for every Friday evening . 
when the gymnasium will he: 
open for general use by the 
members. : 

The Club will be operated by 
the boys themselves through 
committee of four members. who 
will take turns to actes monitor 
for each evening. Strict com- 
pliance to his ordera whilst he 
acts in’ his official capacity is 
expected of every member. 

The monthly fee ($2.50) is 
within the means of every boy, 
and membership is open to every 
British boy, irrdspective of “his 
place of residence. For tha or- 
ganisation of this Club, Mr. 
Weyman deserves much praise, 
and if he receives the support 
which his work deserves from 
parents; and also the co-opera-, 
tion of the. members themselves, 
we can forsee nothing but success 
for an undertaking that will 
certainly prove of incalculable 
benefit to the British youth of 
the Colony.

Nevertheless 
be-undertook to sing it. 

After Mr. Severn had sung the 
Belgian National Anthem with 
‘much expression, Mdile. Van der 
Flier Spoke for half-an-hour on 
the havoc that had been wrought 
by the war in France and 
Belgium, ard the splendid work 
rendered by the Dutch people in 

. succouring and harbouring Bel- 
gian refugees. She recalled how, 
before the war, at a great dinner, 
some Germans pointed out the ad- 

* vantages of aunity with Germany 
as the Germans and Dutch would 
be one great nation dnd both the 
Dutch and the Germans would 
live together like one. The 
Mayor of the town replied that 

“Queen Wilhelmina did not’ wish 
to rule aver such a large area. 
The lecturer said that at the 
beginning of the war every one 
was advised to go to Holland. 
Thousands of people were coming 
to Helland. Refugees flowed in 
daily in thousands. ‘They 
brought all their chattels and 
even birds, and ‘one Belgian 
woman had walked nine miles 
with a pound of soap under her 
arm. At. -the’ beginning the 
Dutch care forward to take 

» the Belgian children under their 
care, but’ as the war became 
prolonged their resources were 
taxed. 

The lecturer then related her 
personal experiences. She ‘had 
taken under her roof many 
Belgians. “The Belgians were 
accustomed to drinking, so she 
insisted that the men returned to 
the house at 5 in the evening. 
Holland provided - comforts. for 
the Belgians in a manner that no 
country had done. Amsterdam 
was full of Belgians. 
She went to. America 
and when she returned there was 
great want in Holland. There 
were. several thousands ‘of 
prisoners and hundreds and thou- 
sends of new refugees, Last year 
in October 125,000 French people 
were taking shelter in Holland; 
they were mostly old:men, women 
and children. Lots” of them 
hed died along the roads, on their.

ciation. The peopla who are so 
anxious to have United. States 
Congress give therli 2 protection 
which is riot vouchsafed by the

‘WAR SECRETS OF 1916. 


— 


STARTLING: REVELATIONS 
» BY COUNT BERNSTORFF, 


Count Bernstorff (who in early 
war years was the Kaiser's agent 
in America) was the first witness 
before the Sub-Committee on 
Peace Possibilities in War-time, 
just met in Berlin. m, 

The following interesting points 
are from Reuter's report; 

Bernstorff said Mr. Wilson 
undertook the first attempt at 
mediation early in August 1914. 
He made a second attempt in 
September. There was no reply 
from the Entente. . ; 

Next Mr. Wilson sent Colonel 
Mouse:to Paris, Londen and 
Berlin in the winter of-1914-15, 
,but when Colonel House returned 
from Berlin he said: the moment 
wag not yet come. . 

“After the Lusitania affair,” 
said Bernstorff, “I obtained an 
audience of President Wilson. 
“He said we should, by’ yielding 
in the U-boat war, make an 
appeal to moral forces, as the. 
war could only be settled by 
understanding, not by arms. 

“If we «would give up the U- 
boat war he would press for the 
abandonment of the British 
blockade. He thought the British 
Cabinet would agree. ", 

“That was on July 20, 1915. 
We conceded that passenger ships 
should not be torpedoed without 
previous warning. 

“Negotiations on the ‘Lus- 


itania’ affair brought us (Ger-, 


many and America), for the third 


that U-boat war should be waged 
onthe principles’ cf cruiser war- 
fare. : 

“In January. 1916 Colonel 
House was for a third time in 
Berlin. On returning Le told me 
{continued Bernstorfi) that the 
principle opposition to peace at 
present was in Paris, but that he 
found a certain willingness in 
England. . 

“In Berlin, too, be had been 
told they would, at a suitable 
moment, accept American peace 
mediation.” : .

ANGLO-AMERICAN COMPETITION 


IN SOUTH AMERICA. 


A considerable amount of atten 
tion has of late been given both 
in the press -and commercisl 
circles to our trade with -Latin 


‘South American countries. There 


is small doubt that'to retain our 
former sound commercial position 
in these countries we shall have 
to fight a.very strong competitor 
in tbe United States business 
man. There is every indication 
that they intend toemploy every 
means to capture ai large 
share of the trade. A review of 
the situation appearing in e 
Buenos Asres contemporary may 
throw some light on the subject: 
The prospects of forthcoming 
Anglo-American competition ijn 
the South American markets 
‘are becoming an ever widening 
subject of comment. We recently 
expressed the belief that some- 
thing very substantial would be 
the outcome of the recent.

Like a 
bombshell there came a few days 
ago the announcement that an 
army of some 700 American busi- 
ness men are to sweep dawn upon 
there shores sometime in Novem- 
ber next. This may seem like a 
flight to an extreme, but it might 
be dangerous to express any too 
hasty opinions regarding the out
